The British, after their victorious drive through the Hindersburg i Columbia 
defenses, are knocking at the nates cf Cambrai, but apparently art 
m omentarily pausing before attempting to force an entrance. 
P ilse n ­ 
ers to the number of 15,000 and guns exceeding 100 have been taken 
in this advance. 
Meanwhile the center of greatest activity has shift­ 
ed to the Franco-American front, where the Germans are in full re­ 
treat along the Vesie, with the French and Americans in pursuit and 
reported as having reached the Aisne in their chase. 


Between these two sectors another notable German 
retrograde 
movement is in progress. 
The French pressure in the reg.on north 
and east of Noyon has forced a German retirement on a wioe front 
in this sector and advances of five to seven miles have been scored 
by the French forces within the past forty-eight hours. 
The town cf 
Guiscard has beenlcaptured and the French have pushed beyond until 
they are now little! more than two miles from 
the 
important 
road 
center of Ham. 
They are approaching Ham on botn 
sides 
of

Somme and its speedy fall seems probable. 
The Germans

apparently heading back for the St. Quentin-La Fere line. 


Between the Ailette and the Aisne the French also are gaming 
ground. 
They have crossed the Aisne at several points northeast of 
Soissons and have taken the town cf Missy-su’ -Aisne en the north 
bank, ’where they were already in possession of Bucy-le Long.

ther north on this front they have taken the towns of Braye anc 
Clamecy. 
The Franco-American operations en the Vesle front have 
been extended further eastward toward Rheims. and 
new crossings 
have been effected on the two and one-half mile front between Ven- 
traux and Jonchery, seven miles west of Rheims

The German retreat before the French northeast of Noyon contin 
lied d u rin g the night, today’s war office announcement shows. 
The 
French kept in touch with the rear guard and pushed after the retreat 
ing foe along the Canal Du Nord. 
Advancing north or

F r e n c h and A m e ric a n troops reached the crest of the ridge dominat­ 


ing the Aisne. 
In the Nerle region on the Somme front the French 
crossed the Somme canal near Voyersnes and Offoy.

Americans Pursue Enemy. 
W ith the American Forces North of the Vesle. Sept. 5 (1 P. M ). 
By the Associated Press.— The American forces following up the Ger­ 
man retreat from the Vesle moved steadily over the plateau between 
the Vesle and the Aisne today and by noon their advance oleo ents 
had filtered into the slopes on the northern side ot the plateau. 
Vir­ 
tually no opposition was encountered. 
Aerial and 
other 
observers 
reported that there was every indication the main body of Ge.m ars 
had retired across the Aisne. 
Violent explosions were 
heard 
along 
the line this morning. 
It is reported the Americans believe the Ger­ 
mans are destroying their ammunition dumps. .An aviator reported a 
terrific explosion at Viilers-en-Prayares on the south 
bank 
o, 
the 
River Aisne, directly north o* Fismes. 
Other explosions took p!aca in 
the sa^re region during the morning. 
Bazoches and Fismette were oc­ 
cupied by the Americans during the night.

Although I did not see the crown 
prince again professionally until 1915, 
the crown princess came to me in 
1913, and from th at time on paid me 
more or less regular visits. 
She w as 
a woman of great charm and intelli­ 
gence, and although she wTas m ore 
Russian than German in her ideas, and 
for some time after her m arriage was 
rather generally criticized on that ac­ 
count, 
she soon 
became extremely 
popular and today is very much ad­ 
mired by the German people. 
She w as one of the most democratic 
and informal of my royal patients. 
I 
remember one day when I w as work­ 
ing on Princess Hatzfeld, we heard a 
loud “Hoo-hoo” from the anteroom. 
The crown princess had heard th a t 
the Princess Hatzfeld, who was a 
great chum of hers, was in my office 
and had followed her into my place 
unannounced. 
The Princess Hatzfeld, I may men­ 
tion. was an extremely intelligent and 
beautiful young woman, and because 
of her Intimacy with the crown prin­ 
cess, I took a keen interest in the 
views she expressed from time to time. 
H er mother w as an American. 
When she called on me on one occa­ 
sion after the w ar had started, I re­ 
peated to her the gist of a conversa­ 
tion I had had a few days before with 
her father. Excellenz von Stumm. 
He 
informed me th a t he had been trying 
to convince all G erm ans of influence 
thc.t it would be a serious m istake to 
annex Belgium. 
“From morning to night I have been 
trying to tench our people some sense,” 
he had declared. “With Hie history of 
Poland and Alsace-Lorraine in mind, 
why should we take more responsibil­ 
ities on our shoulders by retaining 
Belgium? 
The Lord only knows we 
have our hands fu4! 
it is. 
I don't 
see and I never have seen how’ Ger­ 
many can possibly win this w a r!” 
“Your father seemed to be very pes­ 
simistic regarding the outlook,” I told 
her. 
“The sad thing about it,” she re­ 
plied, “is that father is always rig h t! 
I never knew him to make a m istake 
in judgment.” 
When the crowu prince called to see 
me again I was surprised to find a 
considerable change in his general ap­ 
pearance. Although, of course, he was 
ten years older, he had aged more 
than I would have expected. 
T here 
were lines on Ins face which made bim 
look older than his thirty-three years. 
In the outer world he was generally 
believed to be one of the leading spir­ 
its of the military party iii Germany, 
but among his own people he was not 
credited with sufficient ability or in- 
L ilidiA tto he m1 
factor. 
la- 


I realized, of course, that his part in 
the war was played at swell a safe 
distance from the front lines that he 
was probably not familiar with all the 
horrors of trench warfare, and yet it 
could not be possible that he was un­ 
aw are of the terrific loss of life arid 
the untold agony and suffering which 
millions of his people had to endure 
while the “nonsensical” w ar contin­ 
ued. 
A fter 
diplomatic 
relations 
were 
broken off between America and Ger­ 
many, the crown prince and his fam ­ 
ily ceased coming to me. 
They were 
afraid, no doubt, of public criticism, 
although the kaiser was not. 
Of 
the 
kaiser’s 
other 
children, 
Brince William Eitel Frederick aud 
Prince Oscar were the only ones I 
never met. 
Prince Adelbert, the kaiser’s third 
son. was a very handsome and charm­ 
ing man. 
He always came to me at­ 
tired in a naval officer’s uniform. 
I 
saw him but a few times, as he was 
seldom in Berlin, and he never talked 
on m utters of general importance. 
I 
never saw him after America entered 
tin* war. 
Prince August Wilhelm, the fourth 
son, was perhaps the most democratic 
of them all. 
lie sometimes came to 
see me in an ordinary taxicab and he 
w as the only one of the kaiser’s sons 
whom I ever saw in civilian dress. He 
was the first member of the royal fam ­ 
ily to come to me after the murder 
of the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, and 
lie was in mourning when In* called. 
Ile looked very sad and dejected and 
gave me (he first intimation that the 
tragedy of Sarajevo would almost in­ 
evitably lead to a general war. 
In January, 191Q, in speaking of the 
part th at America would take in the 
war, he mentioned that his officers had 
told him that CO .OOO Americans were 
on the western front. 
“We don’t be­ 
lieve it, however,” he added. 
“How 
could they get there without our know­ 
ing it? 
Our U-boats would certainly 
have found it out. 
No, Davis, it's not 
true.” 
Prince Joachim, the kaiser’s young­ 
est sou, and one of the last of the 
roy.O family to visit me, reminded me 
very much of his eldest brother, the 
crown prince. He was tall and slender 
and would have been good-looking but 
for a retreating chin which was very 
pronounced. 
He had as little respect 
for public opinion as the crown prince, 
and while the U-boat Deutschland was 
on its way to America principally to 
bring back a cargo of rubber, the sup­ 
ply of which was exhausted in Ger- 
iii a ny, this sixth son of the kaiser was 
driving around the country in a big 
car and using up enormous rubber 
tires, 
while rubber was worth its 
weight in gold and many cars for the 
arm y w ere supplied with plain iron 
\\ heels. 
This prince was the only member of 
the royal family to get near enough 
to the firing line to get shot. The in­ 
jury, which he received while ut the 
w estern fr o y , was pqly a slight flesh

The Kaiser at Army Headquarters. 
To what extent the kaiser is respon­ 
sible for the failures aud entitled to 
credit for the successes of his armies 
in the present war. I ani not in a po­ 
sition t(» say, but if he did not actually 
direct the military policy, lie at least 
kept closely in (ouch with everything 
that was going on. 
From the very be­ 
ginning of hostilities lie lived the ma­ 
jor part of the time at the great army 
headquarters and was in constant ioii- 
sultation with his military leaders. 
I had several opportunities to see 
the kaise r while lie was at the various 
great army headquarters. 
In the spring of HMC I received a 
long-distance telephone message from 
tile great army headquarters, which 
was then iii the palace of the Prince 
von Pii*ss at Bless, to the effect th at 
the kaiser wanted me to go there. 
During the course of my work one 
of his private secretaries came in re­ 
peatedly with telegrams and messages 
for lh » kaiser, and lie would usually 
excuse himself and read them. 
Some­ 
times lie would be summoned outside 
to consult with important persons who 
were there to see him, but he was 
never gone more than ten minutes a t a 
time. 
I did not t Iii ilk he looked exception­ 
ally veil. 
He seemed to he very tired 
and lie had very little to say—in itself 
an indication that he was not exactly 
normal. 
When my work for the morning was 
over and his valet, who had assisted 
rue, had 
been excused, the kaiser 
gazed at me for a moment or two and 
then, apropos of nothing, hurst out 
with the rather remarkable announce­ 
m ent: “'nu* man who brought this 
catastrophe 
on 
the 
world, 
Davis, 
should lie strung up by tile neck, and 
that man is not I, as the world seems 
to think! The iz a r of Russia aud die 
king of England, when they were at 
the wedding of my daughter-—guest® 
at my own house, mind you, and my 
blood 
relatives—hatched 
this 
plot 
against me. 
They were envious of 
my power, but they will now learn 
what that power is.” 
In the same breath almost he made 
the 
inconsistent 
rem ark: 
“England 
will never be able to raise an efficient 
arm y; it took Germany one hundred 
years to accomplish w hat she lias 
done!” 
Some time after this, one of the big­ 
gest merchants in Berlin told me that 
he had heard on the stock exchange 
that the kaiser had made the remark 
that the king and czar had hatched 
the plot against him, and as I had 
repeated the kaiser’s statem ent to no 
one, I realized that he must have told 
the same thing to others. 
If this ver­ 
sion of the starting of the w ar was put 
into circulation with the idea of ab­ 
solving the kaiser, it certainly didn’t 
carry conviction even among the Ger­ 
mans themselves. 
The merchant who 
spoke to me about it, at any rate, made 
fun of the idea, and I never heard the 
point seriously raised by anyone else 
of influence. 
Before I left tin* kaiser that morn­ 
ing In* spoke of the Anglo-French loan 
which had been floated in America 
and condemned us severely for coun­ 
tenancing it. 
When I told him th a t* 
Germany had also floated a loan in 
America, he replied: “ But ours was 
only *10,000,(XXI, while theirs is $500,- 
OOO.0G0!” to which I naturally rejoined 
that the size of tile loan could cer­ 
tainly not affect the question of our 
neutrality iii floating it. 
H e criticized our bankers who han­ 
dled the loan, and when I asked him if 
he had ever seen the number of Ger­ 
man names that appeared on the list 
of bankers who w ere interested in it, 
he said he hadn’t read the list, but he 
was quite sure there was one hank in 
New York which wouldn’t touch it. 
“That bank wouldn’t touch anything 
that would be detrim ental to Ger- 
m a n v !” he added.
